ELECTION 

Applicant elects to prosecute the claims of Group 1. Applicant also elects Species 2. 
Claims 1-14 are readable on Species 2. New claims 44-58 are also readable on Species 2. 



DISCUSSION 

Although the Examiner has indicated that the embodiment of Figure 1 and the 
embodiment of Figure 2 are two separate species^ it is respcctfiiUy submitted that Figure I is 
merely a close-up cross-sectional view of the substrate that forms part of the semiconductor 
module shown in Figure 2. In fact, the specification explicitly states that "[t]he 
semiconductor module 200 includes a substrate 202 similar to the substrate 100 shown and 
described in relation to FIGURE L** See page 7, lines 28-31. Accordingly, it is respectfully 
requested that the Examiner reconsider the species restriction between Figures 1 and 2, as 
Figures 1 and 2 show the same embodiment of tlie invention. 
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
